Rope Victim

Deputies David Hale and Clay 


Robinson said the 12-year-old 
Negro girl was raped about 


02 midnight Saturday in a wooded 
' 
area of the Marche community, 
about six miles northwest of 
here. She and her two brothers, 
one 11 and one 13, were baby- 
sitting with the three small 
children of . Jessie Denham, 
who is white. 


A white man came into the 


bouse, took a shotgun from the 
wall and held it on the other 
children while he dragged his 
victim from the house, they 
said. Then, in a wooded area 
behind the house, he raped her. 


The girl's uncle heard noises 


in the woods. He fired a shot- 
gun into the air to frighten any 
prowlers in the area. The as- 
sailant fled. 


When the girl reported the in- 


cident to her father, he took her 
to the hospital. They arrived at 
12:30 a.m. A physician refused 
to see her. 


"The girl's condition was not 


a medical emergency," Hospi- 
tal Administrator Norman Rob- 
erts said Thursday. "If it had 
been an emergency, the physi- 
cian would have treated 
her." 


But the physician didn't ex- 


amine her, according to Rob- 
erts. He didn't want to have 
to testify later in a rape trial, 
Roberts said. 


The physician did phone Rob- 


erts, who told the physician and 
the girl's father that he (Rob- 
erts) would arrange to send a 
specialist to see the girl "soon." 


A nurse cleaned the cuts on 


the girl's legs and applied 
medication. She didn't dress the 
wounds. 
After waiting for the "special- 


ist" 
until 8 a.m., the deputy 


prosecuting attorneys said, the 
father left the hospital and took 
the child to a private physician. 


Roberts refused to identify 


the physician Thursday, except 
to say that he was a resident 
in training at the University of 
Arkansas Medical Center. 


He didn't want to divulge the 


name, he said, because Medical 
Center regulations prohibit resi- 
dents from "moon - lighting." 
The man might lose his posi- 
tion at the Medical Center, be 
said, and it 
might make it 


harder for the hospital to get 
students to serve as physicians 
on duty.

Police moved quickly into the 


troubled area, however, and 
quelled the disturbance by 3 
a.m. today. 


Bands of Negroes in their late

Which is safer, fishing or 


water skiing? According to 
the National Safety Council, 
skiing has a commanding lead. 
Here are some of the reasons 
fishing may be hazardous. 
Standing up and moving about 
in a small boat to land a fish 
is likely, sooner or later, to 
lead to falling overboard. Most 
fish, can be landed while you 
are sitting but, if you do stand 
up, it is imperative that your 
companion remain seated and 
alert to keep the boat on an 
even keel. 


If you are alone in a small 


boat you should step only on 
the bottom board, never on 
the seat, and avoid placing 
your feet near the sides of the 
boat. If you make a bad cast 
and your hook gets caught in 
the branches of a tree you 
should cut it loose rather than 
try to recover it if the re- 
covery means standing up and 
reaching above your head. 
Another hazardous proce- 
dure is carrying your out- 
board motor into your boat. 
You may lose your balance, 
your motor or both. Rather 
you should set the motor on 
the edge of the dock, get into 
your boat, athwart your boat, 
then lift the motor in. In 
starting the motor you should 
remain seated when pulling 
the starter cord.

Johnson Is 
Acting Like 
Campaigner

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - 


President Johnson is beginning 
to act again like the hard-driv- 
ing campaigner of 1%4-but with 
a difference. He Isn't giving 
much advance notice of his 
travels. 


This naturally has a decided 


effect on the kind of reception 
he's been getting. Big crowds, 
the kind politicians seek when In 
the middle of a real campaign, 
don't turn out unless there Is 
advance publicity. 


Johnson was greeted by a few 


thousand people in Philadelphia 
Thursday when be went there, 
en route to his Texas ranch, to 
tour some antipoverty facilities. 
Had there been a campaign- 
style buildup of advance publici- 
ty, the number might have been 
in the tens of thousands. 


But the President did not per- 


mit a public announcement of 
his Philadelphia trip until he 
was on his way. Since the flying 
time between Washington and 
the City of Brotherly Love is 
less than 30 minutes, it perhaps 
is 
remarkable 
that anyone 


turned out in toe Negro slum 
area he visited. 


Security considerations re- 


portedly bulked large In the 
White House decision to avoid 
advance publicity. In addition, 
the President is known to prefer 
to keep bis schedule very flexi- 
ble. This allows him to back out 
on tentatively planned forays at 
the last minute, if be deems that 
wise, without being accused of 
changing bis mind. 


But tbat policy raises the 


question of whether Johnson 
intends to mount an election 
campaign in 1968 minus the kind 
of advance tub-tbumping tbat 
turns out big crowds,

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 


was a nebulous month, and for 
no one more than President 
Johnson. June was full of hazy 
beginnings and nothing fully 
settled, neither war nor peace.

June was his nimble month, 


one of his best ones. He hopped 
around, looking good, sounding 
good, feeling good. Yet, there 
was little positive to point to. If 
the results are good, they're in 
the future. 


What he did was keep his cool 


In hot weather. He was subtle 
and supple. 


The temperature went up ear- 


ly when the Israelis flattened 
their pugnacious Arab neigh- 
bors and took chunks of their 
land.

the Middle East for some time. 


There was nothing ordinary 


about June. Anything but. 


Tbere Is no peace. Before the 


war the Arabs talked of blasting 
Israel to smithereens. Now they 
can't even take back their own 
land and nave to ask the United 
Nations to get it back for them. 


As part of their surge the Is- 


raelis absorbed all of Jerusa- 
lem. Everybody knew this. But 
this week they did it formally. It 
was greeted as an outrage. 
Even the Johnson administra- 
tion said this was a hasty action 
it couldn't approve. 


This was Johnson's first re- 


buke to Israel. Until then he 
hadn't rebuked either side al- 
though the Arabs thought he 
was cozy with Israel, and it an- 
gered tbem. In this case stand- 
Ing aloof was his technique. 


He didn't want to see Israel 


squashed. But he didn't want to 
lose tbe favor of the Arabs, ei- 
ther. He couldn't afford to. The 
Soviet Union was after It. And 
there's a limit on how much of 
tbe world the United States can 
afford to antagonize. Red China 
was already lost although that 
had Its origin in the days of his 
predecessors.

Nguyen Cao Ky, who has led 
South Vietnam's military gov- 
ernment for two years, with* 
drew from the race for the pres- 
idency today to seek the No, 2 
spot on a ticket headed by Chief 
of State Nguyen Van Thieu.

days of tense meetings of the 
powerful Armed Forces Council 
during which the competition 
between Ky and Thieu, who 
both had been running for the 
presidency, reached a climax.

Planes Hit 
MIG Fields 
at Hanoi

SAIGON (AP) - 
American 


warplanes chopped up portions 
of a MIG airfield west of Hanoi 
and blasted two supply targets 
on the outskirts of Haiphong 
Thursday, 


U.S. headquarters reported 


pilots flew 152 missions over 
North Vietnam, the heaviest 
directed at supply facilities 
ringing North Vietnam's capital 
and Its major port city, 


Ground fighting in the South 


amounted to only scattered skir- 
mishes, 


The military actions were far 


overshadowed by the surprise 
withdrawal of Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky from the presidential 
election race and his agreement 
to run for vice president on the 
ticket of his chief military rival. 
U. Gen. Nguyen Van Thieu, 
now the titular chief of state. 


Navy jet' bombers from car- 


riers in the South China Sea at- 
tacked a petroleum storage 
area and supply transshipment 
point, both about 3"/2 miles west 
of Haiphong. 


The 
Soviet 
Government 


charged that the U.S. planes 
bombed a merchant ship In Hai- 
phong harbor. A U.S. spokes- 
man said returning pilots had 
reported no such Incident and 
there had been no mention of 
any merchant ship In the action 
reports. 


The bombing targets were on 


the south bank of the Kua Kam 
River, Haiphong's artery to the 
sea. The city Itself lies on the 
south bank of the river and 
merchant 
shipping is often 


moored up and down the river 
and outside the immediate Hai- 
phong port facilities. 


The precise targets were tbe 


Lol Dong fuel storage area, 
about 3,7 miles from the center 
of-Haiphong, and the Cong Mr 
transshipment point, about half 
a mile further out. 
Showdown 
on Israel 
Withdrawal

(AP) - The U.N. General As- 
sembly approached a showdown 
today on whether any call for 
Israeli troops to leave captured 
Arab lands should depend on tbe 
Arabs finally declaring peace 
with Israel. 


Egypt, Jordan, Syria and Leb- 


anon have held that, despite 
their armistice agreements with 
Israel In 1949, the year the Jew- 
ish nation was formed by war, 
they remain in a state of war 
with her. Egypt has used this to 
justify keeping Israeli shipping 
out of the Suez Canal. 


The showdown involves two 


rival resolutions. 
One Intro- 


duced by 15 nonaligned nations 
calls for an immediate Israeli 
withdrawal from Egypt, Jordan 
and Syria, and asks that only 
after withdrawal should the Se- 
curity Council consider "ques- 
tions pertaining to the situation 
in tbe area," 


Latin-American and Western 


delegations intended to submit a 
resolution today to have the as- 
sembly call for the withdrawal 
of troops and the renunciation of 
Arab belligerency, provide for a 
U.N, representative or mediator 
to help with a settlement and 
ask tbe Security Council to work 
on further problems, 


Each side claimed privately 


that its resolution could receive 
tbe two-thirds vote needed for 
adoption, 


But promotion of the Latin- 


American draft was considered 
to have undermined the non- 
aligned resolution, while Is- 
rael's 
annexation of Jerusa* 


lew's Old C|ty, captured from 
Jordan In the war, appeared to 
have hurt chances for the Latin- 
American draft.
